From the light now shed upon the history 
ofthe Church, during her exile in the wilder- 
ness, we think we may be warranted in the 
belief that through every generation from the 
apostolic age, Carist has preserved his visible 
Church, pure and uncontamipated by worldly 
maxims, and humaninventions. And we have 
reason to think that the countenance, and sup- 
port extended to the suffering Waldenses by 
Luther, and Calvin, added nothing to the pu- 
rity of their faith and practice. But on the 
contrary it is not unlikely that the W aldenses, 
by coming in contact with the reformers, who 
had but recently left the Romish Church, 
might very naturally be ied to embrace some 
of the popish errors which they had retained ; 
for ithas always been found that flattery has 
done much more to tarnish the beauty and 
simplicity of the Church of Christ, than all the 
force which has been employed against her. 

Lutber and Calvin would bave to say in- 
deed in regard to their emancipation from the 
shackles of Rome, ‘‘ with a great price pur- 
chased we this freedom.” But the burnble 
Waldenses could with confidence reply, ** But 
.9e were born free;” ages on ages before Lu- 
ther or Calvin were born, can testify to the 
constancy of our faith, and pointing to their 
smoking hamlets—their deserted vulages--- 
their dens and caves in the valleys—and the 
blood and dying agonies of their faithful mar- 
tyrs, they could appeal to them as so many 
memorials of their early faith, and inflexible 
opposition to Roman domination.

Ecclesiastical writers have differed con- 
siderably in their representations of the 
peculiar religious sentiments of the Wal- 
denses and Albigenses. Some efforts have 
ecently been made to prove that they 
were Baptists. 

We are assured by numberless testimo- 
nies that they rejected infant baptism not 
only as unscriptoral, but as a superstition 
and ‘ pillar of Popery.’ 

it is sufficient to us that they were a part 
of Christ’s Charch, & fill up that immense 
chasm in Ecclesiastical history, which 
most writers of Charch history would 
make us believe was a period of blackness 
and darkness, when the light of the Gos- 
pel was quite extinguished upon earth, 
and every trace of Christianity wholly 
obliterated. That they were impertect, 
must be admitted, for they were haman. 

From a very slight examination of their 
patient endurance and godly zeal, we must 
contemplate them as * a peculiar people,

All writers, whose authority is in any 
respect credible, agree in as-erting that 
the Waldenses were peaceable and indus- 
trious in their avocations, honest, and obe- 
dient citizens, and conscientiously devo 
ted tothe religion of their hearts. They 
could patiently endure the spoliation of 
their estates and the imprisonment of 
their bodies—but were prepared to resist 
all restraint upon their consciences and 
the exercise of religious freedom. 

John Paul Perrin, in bis ‘ Histoire de 
Vaudois,’ published at Genoa, in 1619, 
has furnished us with two of their Confes 
sions of Faith. A third is furnished by 
Sleidan, which was published in 1554. 
The first of those given by Perrin, is da 
ted by SirS Morland in the year 1120. 
These three, as they are short and com 
prehensive, it may not be improper to 
qnote entire.

wife having then more leisure to read 
than he, having perused them, and com- 
pared them with the Scriptures, tound 
not what to say against the traths they 
asserted concerning the misapplication of 
that ordinance to infants : but being then 
young and modeat, she thought it a kind 
of virtue to submitto the judgement and 
practice of most churches rather than to 
defend a singular opinion of her owne ; 
she not being then enlightened in that 
greatee mistake of the nationall churches. 
But in this yeare she communicated her 
doubts to her husband, and desired him 
to endeavour her satisfaction, which 
while he did, he himselfe became as un- 
satisiied, or rather satisfied against it. 
First, therefore, he diligently searched 
the seriptures alone, and could find in 
them no ground at ail for that practice ; 
then he bonght and read all the eminent 
treatises on both sides, which at that time 
came thick from the presses, and still was 
cleared in the error of the Peedobaptists. 
Afler this, his wife being brought to bed, 
that he might if possible give the reli- 
gious party no offence, he invited all the 
ministers to dinner, and propounded bie 
doubt aud the ground thereof to them. 
None of them could defend their practice 
with any satisfactory reason, but, the 
tradition of the church from the primitive 
times, and their maine buckler of federall 
holinesse, which Tombs and Denne had 
He and his 
wife then professing themselves unsatis- 
fied in the practice, desired their epin- 
ions what they ought to doe. Most an- 
ewered, toconforme to the generall prac- 
tice of other Christians how darke soever 
it were to themselves ; but Mr. Foxcraft, 
one of the assembly, say’d that except 
they were convinced of the warrant of 
the practice from the word, they sinned 
in doing it; whereupon the yee was 
not baptized.

And not only the ministers, but 
all the zealous sectaries concurred in 
implacable malice against them upon this 
account ; which was carried on with a 
spiritt of envy and persecution to the 
last; though he on his side might well 
have said to them as his Master to the old 
pharisees, ** Many good workes have I 
done among you, for which of them do 
ye hate me.” Yet the generality even 
of that people had a secret conviction 
upon them that he had beene faithfull to 
them, and deserved their love, and in 
spite of their owne bitter zeale could not 
bnt hove a reverent esteeme for him, 
whom they often rail’d at for not thinking 
and speaking according to their opinions.

This may be a most beneficial 
circumstance to the Mission at some fu- 
ture period, especially if Mr. Hough 
should be removed from his labours by 
death, without leaving any other foreign 
printer to succeed him. Moung-Shwa-ba 
already renders the mission essential ser-| 
vice by assisting Mr. Hough in this de-| 
partment. Anumber of the Christians 
are now at Avaand in other places, too | 
distant to attend worship every sabbath | 
at the Mission house, so that sometimes | 
we have only two or three of them with! 
us at suchseasons. But although scatter- | 
ed, perhaps they will be instruments of| 
more good to their fellows by exiending| 
the light of the gospel over a wider range, | 
than if they all resided at this place. This} 
will depend in some measure upon their 
boldness and faithfulness in the cause 
which they have espoused. 

I cannot say that at present there are 
any inquirers of whom we have special 
hopes. But we trust that the God of 
Missions will not leave his labourers here 
without some fruit, and thus put us to con- 
fusion in the sight of the heathen. and 
blast the expectations of the thousands in 
America who are constantly praying in| 
the assurance of faith, that thi little one 
may become a thousand, and the light o: 
the glorious gospel overspread this whole 
empire. 

Toa heart which has ever telt the love 
of God, and a Christian benevolence for 
the souls of the heathen who sit in dark 
ness and the shadow of death, it is most 
painful to see the multitndes who are 
scattered abroad upon the face of this 
whole empire, and reflect that there are 
but three Missionaries at present able to 
impart to them the words of eternal life. 
I feel a great anxiety to obtain a know!l- 
edge of the language, that | may be able 
to join my brethren here in the great 
work of pointing Burmans to the Lamb 
of God, who taketh away the sin of the 
world. But why should there be so few 
Missionaries of the cross in this and other 
places, while at home there so many pro- 
fessed ministers, on whom the injunction 
is laid, to go into all the world and preach 
the gospel to every creature. 

Since we arranged our family concerns 
alittle, we have been employed in the 
study of the Burman; but should make 
much greater progress if we had a diction- 
ary that contained all the words. Mr. 
Judson’s dictionary affords much assist. 
po nee ag eree tet the words be- 
ginning wit etters of abont two 
thirds of the alphabet. Some of es 
words not contained in it occur in almos 

sentence, sometimes several in one. 
it is with the utmost difficulty, that 
meaning of the sentence can be made

HINTS TO CHURCHES. . 


By looking around among our Church- 
es and beholding the desolate state of 
many of them, the inquiry naturally ari- 
ses, Why wwitso? Is there an Achan in 
the camp ? Is there a Jonah on board ? 
And 1! so who is it? Whatis the accar- 
sed thing which prevents us from moving 
forward ? 

One says it is because prayer 1s neglect- 
ed. Another tells us it is because we lack 
spirituality. While another says it is 
covetousness. But there is one Babylonian 
garment in the tent which I think ought. 
to be exposed to view among others. No 
doubt neglect of prayer, want of spiritu- 
ality, and covetousness, and many other 
evils retard our progress. But I think 
the cry of inability ts as great an evil as 
ny. 

That the work is great no one will de- 
ny. That it requires great sacrifices all 
must acknowledge. But can we not per- 
form a great work ? Paul said, “I can 
do all things through Christ which 
strengtheneth me.”’ Can we not make 
great sacrifices ? What sacrifices of plea- 
sure, honor or profit can we make, which 
will compare in the least with the sacti- 
fice of our Divine Lord and Master. He 
did not shrink from the work because it 
was great. And shall we shrink from the 
task and say we are unable ? 

Caleb and Joshua agreed with the other 
spies in the statement respecting the land 
of Canaan, that ** the cities had high walls 
and that the Anakims dwelt in the land.” 
But said they, * we are well able to go up 
and possess the land.” Let each Chris- 
tian say the same, and in the strength of 
the Lord we shall prevail. 

But it may be asked what mighty mis- 
chief is done by this cry of inability? ! 
answer, the same, as for a man to imagine 
that he is sick. Let a man in the enjoy- 
ment of good health, imagine that he is 
sick, and the consequence will be he will 
feel wholly indisposed to use his bodily 
powe"s, so that they will be useless. and 
besides as action gives strength, so inac- 
tion causes weakness, so that the man will 
soon lose the power of action. 

So let a Church once think, that they 
are unable to support the gospel among 
them, and they will immediatel 
exertions or entirely cease, and 
sequence will be that they will st 
weaker.

LONDON BAPTIST MISSIONARY SOCIETY, 


From a notice of the late annual Re. 
port of this Society, in the London Mis- 
sionary Register, we learn that its re- 
ceipts during the past year, were £/ 2,153, 
($53,95") and its expenditures £11, 839, 
of which £1408 were for the Serampore 
translations ; £3,541 for the Missions to 
Continental India ; £607 for the Ceylon 
Mission ; £1243 for the Sumatra Mission ; 
and £1700 for the Mission to Jamaica, and 
‘the remainder for the Missions to Java, 
Honduras. the Mo-quito shore, and New 
Brunswick, and for students, books, wid- 
ows, orphans, paper printing, &c. The 
number of individuals sent out to foreign 
stations, has this year been greater than 
usual. Ten individuals, viz. five Mission- 
aries and their wives, have sailed to their 
respective destinations—two to Contin- 
ental India, six to Jamaica, and two to the 
Mosquito shore, in Central America. In 
addition tothe sum mentioned above, as 
expended by the Society on the Seram- 
pore translations, the British and Foreign 
Bible Society granted during the past 
year, 12,500, ($11,100.)
